Militaht Women Raid the Fire 
Alarm Boxes of London in 
Campaign of Destruction.

LONDON, April 12.—Mrs. 


Pankhurst, the suffragette leader, was 
released from Holloway jail this morn- 
ing, after having been on a “hunger 
strike” since she was sentenced, 
nine days ago, to three years of penal 
servitude on a charge of inciting her 
followers to destroy property in con- 
nection with the firing of Lloyd 
George’s country house. 

Mrs. Pankhurst was released on pro- 
bation, under the terms of which she 
must report on frequent intervals to 
the police. In case she commits any 
misdemeanor, she is liable to immediate 
and must 
then serve out her full term of con- 
viction. The intention of the authori- 
ties is to allow her to be free only until 
she regains her strength. 

Removeg to Sanitarium, 

The condition of the suffragette lead- 
er was described by her friends as 
grave. She was removed at once to 
a sanitarium. 

The Women’s Social and Political 
Union, the organization of the militant 
suffragettes, did not learn in advance 
of the intended release of Mrs. Pank- 
hurst, and there Was no demonstration 
when she left Holloway Jail. 

The prison officials never offered the 
ordinary prison fare to Mrs. Pankhurst, 
but placed before her well-cooked meals 
consisting of roast meats, fowl and 
vegetables until her strength declined 
as a result of her. hunger strike. 

Then an attractive diet of food such 
as is given to invalids was supplied for 
her, consisting of boiled chicken, cus- 
tards, beef tea, jellies and tea ani 
coffee. 

Of all these, however, she strenuous- 
ly refused to partake. 

She drank water freely and her 
strength seemed fairly well maintained. 

A young woman who threw a 
at the editor of the Evening Standard, 
an anti-suffrage newspaper, was ar- 
rested. She gave her name as Esther 
Gill and said she was an artist. 

Watchman Is Injured. 

The brick missed the editor and 
smashed a window in the night watch- 
man’s box, injuring the watchman. 
Suffragettes also smashed with ham- 
mers two plate glass windows in the 
timekeeper’s office. 

The militant suffragettes started a 
fresh raid by attacking the fire alarms 
in London streets. They destroyed 
three. In each case a card bearing the 
words ‘‘Votes for Women” was attached 
to the damaged apparatus. 

Phyllis Brady and Millicent Dean, ‘two 
girls who were arrested on April 4 as 
“suffragette firebrands,”’ were sentenced 
to six weeks imprisonment each at the 
Police Court. Miss Brady has been on 
a ‘“‘hunger strike’’ since she was arrest- 
ed and appeared in court in an exhaust- 
ed condition.

The House of Delegates chamber, in 
which the oath was administered by 
Circuit Judge Leo Rassieur, waa filled 
with the personal and political friends 
of the new Mayor, and was especially 
decorated for the inaugural ceremonies. 

Kiel, who has risen from the ranks 
of the bricklayers’ trade, is the thirty- 
second Mayor of the city. He delivered 
his inaugural address immediately aft- 
er taking the oath of office, pledging 
himself to devote his entire energy to 
the advancement of the interests of St. 
Louls. He declared that his adminis- 
tration would use its best efforts to 
complete the Free Bridge and to carry 
out the other pledges of the platform 
upon which he was elected. 

Suffering From a Cold. 

The Mayor’s voice was husky as he 
repeated the oath of office. He had 
not fully recovered from a cold, result- 
ing from the exposure to _ inclement 
weather upon his return from Texas last 
Monday. The night of the election -he 
departed for Texas, and spent a week 
there in the summer temperature. 

When he returned to St. Louis he 
was met at the station by friends anid 
escorted to his home in an automobile. 
He had his hat off much of the time, 
and sore throat resulted, which kept 
him closely confined to his home. 

Kiel arrived at the city hall at 11:3 
a. ™m., accompanied by his private secre- 
tary, Thomas H. Rogers, a former 
newspaper man; Hugh Wagner, lawyer 
and Republican politician, and Assist- 
ant United States District Attorney 
Charles Daues.

LANSING, Kan., April 12.—Fire broke 
out in the twine plant of the Kansas 
State Penitentiary here shortly before 
noon. The plant is the largest prison 
twine manufactory in the country. 

The fire though sil burning filerce- 
ly, WRS placed under control at 1:30 
o'clock. At that time five buildings 
had been destroyed. The warden then 
estimated the total loss at $700,000. The 
prisoners made no attempt to escape 
although 300 were in the prison yard at 
the time. The fire was due to an ex- 
plosion under a motor. 

There are niore than 1000 prisoners in 
the penitentiary. 

At 1 o’clock the twine plant, a tailor 
shop and the engine room had been de- 
stroyed. At that hour the fire was 
within 30O feet of the cellhouses, but 
was believed to be nearly under control. 

News of the fire soon spread to Leav- 


In fear of a mutiny, prisoners work- 
ing in the mines were kept below ground 
and others who were at outside tasks 
were rushed to the cellhousges. 

The three buildings destroyed weg 
100 feet long and two and three stories 
in height.

UF POLICE BOARD 
UN LOBBY REPORT 


Officials to Consider Itemized 
Account of Expenditures for 
Pay Raise Bills. 


A special meeting of the Police Board 
will be held Tuesday afternoon, to con- 
sider a report just submitted by the 


police legislative committee concern- 
ing the receipts and expenditures of the 
$5000 lobby fund, raised to push the pvo- 
lice salary increase bills at the recent 
session of the State Legislature. 

The report, it is reliably stated, con- 
tains an item of $2000 for “legal serv- 
icés.””’ But three words were changed 
in that section of the metropolitan po- 
lice law specifying the salaries of offi- 
cers and policemen. These changes con- 
sisted of inserting the figures $75 after 
the words probationary patrolman, $10) 
after the word patrolman and $135 after 
the word ‘“‘Sergeant’’ in Section 9808 
of the Revised Statutes. 

Increases Proposed. 

It was proposed by this amendment 
to raise probationaries from $65 to $75 
a@ month, Sergeants from $120 to $135 
and patrolmen from $9 to $100. It was 
one of the simplest bills presented to 
the Legislature. 

Part of the “fees’’ for legal aid went 
to Thomas L. Anderson, St. Louis Ex- 
cise Commissioner, before his appoint- 
ment to that office. Anderson was op- 
posed to the enactment of the home 
rule law, under which the Municipal 
Assembly fixes the compensation of all 
Police Department employes. 

After the Democratic legislative cau- 
cus had adopted an amendment to the 
Bates home rule bill, giving the Muni- 
cipal Assembly control of police sala- 
ries, the police lobby persisted in its 
operations in Jefferson City. 

Attorney-General’s Opinion. 
Sergts. Jeans and Campbell, accom- 
panied by Senators Cassidy and Kinney 
of St. Louis, went to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s office, and there obtained an opin- 
fon to the effect that the police salary 
increases could be granted by the Legis- 
lature without jeopardizing the home 
rule police law.

Notwithstanding recent “gang’’ shoot- 
ings and the adverse criticism of Ex- 
cise Commissioner Anderson, who as- 
serts that the police should more strict- 
ly enforce the law prohibiting the car- 
rying of concealed weapons, Chief of 
Police Young and Detective Chief Al- 
lender say that in their opinion “gun- 
toting’ is on the wane in St. Louis. 

They point to the police records as an 
evidence that the police are doing: their 
duty in trying to eliminate the -carry- 
ing of concealed weapons. The court 
records show, they cite, that many per- 
sons arrested by the police have been 
convicted and sentenced to the work- 
house or jail, and in some cases were 
sentenced to the penitentiary, since the 
law was enacted in 1909 making it a 
felony to carry or flourish a weapon. 


Armed for the Occasion. 

The activity of the police has resulted 
in keeping ex-convicts and ‘“‘gang’” mem- 
bers from carrying revolvers, Chief 
Young told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Saturday. He declared that in recent 
‘gane’”’ killings and shootings the “‘gang- 
man” had not been carrying a gun, but 
had. either stolen the weapon for the 
particular crime or had gone home and 
got the revolver a veesisie time before the 
shooting. 

Gang members and ex-convicts inva- 
riably throw away their revolvers, or 
“ditch” them, as they call it, immediate- 
ly after committing crimes, Chief Young 
stated. These men know that they are 
liable to arrest at any time, and that it 
is a felony to carry a revolver, he said 
He said that all patrolmen are given 
strict orders, which are repeated each 
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heat Be 
carrying concealed weapons. Of this 
number eight were women. Fifty-one 
““‘gun toters’’ have been arrested in the 
last threg months, according to the 
records. 

This shows, Chief Young declares, 
that the police are active in enforcing 
the weapon law. He said he attributes 
the large number of’ arrests to the ac- 
tivity of the police instead of an in- 
crease in the number of persons who 
carry Weapons. 

Chief Allender declared that recent 
“gang” shootings demonstrate that ex- 
convicts and gangsters do not carry 
weapons, although weapons were used 
in committing the crimes. 

“Take the case of the killing of Car- 
roll by ‘Red’ Simon as an example,” 
he said. “Simon stole the revolver from 
a saloon two blocks away a short time 
before he killed Carroll. Immediately 
after the shooting he ‘ditched’ the gun. 

Killing of Policemen Cited. 

“The shooting of John McDonald in a 
saloon was another example. The as- 
Sailant threw the revolver away imme- 
diately after the shooting. This shows 
that the gangster and ex-convict are not 
habitual gun carriers. They steal or bor- 
row a revolver for a particular purpose 
and then get rid of it at the earliest 
time possible after using it. 

‘Take the recent killing of two police- 
men for other examples. Patrolman 
Arthur Huddleston was killed by a 
negro who did not carry a revolver, but 
the negro did the shooting with a pistol 
taken from another policeman. Patrol- 
man Louis Sehnarr was killed by George 
Wiggins, but Wiggins was not a hn- 
bitual gun carrier. He went to his h: 
and got the revolver a short time befor: 
the shooting.”

President D. R. Francis of the Na- 
tional Drainage Congress, in session 
at the Planters Hotel, received a tel- 
egram Saturday from Secretary Tu- 
multy stating that President Wilsoa 
will strive to bring about during his 
administration substantial 
toward the solving of flood, drain-

age, river navigation and other such 


problems. Wilson will give earnest 


consideration to the suggestion for 
the creation of a special department 


of the Government for that purpose, 
Tumulty wired, but he hesitates to 
commit himself until he has studied 
the subject more fully. 

The telegram was received just as 
the Congress had formulated in a 
resolution its request that the Presi- 
dent and Congress establish a De- 
partment of Public Works, with a 
secretary in charge, to be a member 
of the President’s Cabinet. 

The resolution declared the belief of 
the Drainage Congress that it is as 
much a proper function of the Govern- 
ment to take adequate measures to 
control the water resources of the 
country so as to protect life, health and 
property from the controllable forces 
of nature as it is to protect from at- 
tacks of a foreign foe. 

Flood Control Prevision. 

The President and Congress are pe- 
titioned to give immediate considera- 
tion to adequate provision for flood 
control and the reclamation of swamp 
and overflow lands and arid lands. The 
creation of a body to co-operate with 
the states and other agencies is urged. 

“We further believe,’ the resolution 
reads, “‘that the wide scope of the prob- 
lem of flood water control, affecting 
practically all the states of the Union, 
can be best conducted under the im- 
mediate supervision of the President of 
the United States in the exercise of 
such authority as is conferred upon 
him by the Congress of the United 
States."’ 

Malarial Diseases. 

To combat malarial diseases which 
are spread by mosquitoes that breed 
in stagnant water left by floods, 
states are urged to appoint malarial 
commissions, the commission of the 
Southern Medical Association and 
other commissions are asked to join 
in the movement and the co-operation 
of the Federal Government is request- 
ed through the public health service 
and the medical departments of the 
army and navy. 

Copies of the resolutions are to be 
forwarded to the chairman of the com- 
mittees on public health and national 
quarantine in the Senate and to the 
chairman of the committee on inter- 
state and foreign commerce in the 
House, requesting their support. 

In order to ascertain the varied in- 
terests of the states and reclamation or- 
ganizations, before applying a Federal! 
remedy, an urgent invitation is to be 
sent to them to participate in a central 
co-operative committee, to consist of two 
members appointed by the existing or- 
ganizations. 

The thanks of the Congress were ex- 
tended to Edmund T. Perkins, the Exe- 
cutive Chairman. 

Archbishop Speaks. 

After Archbishop Glennon had spoken

OF SCHOOL BO 


Attorneys Unable. to Agree on 
Statement of Fact and Wit- 
nessés Must Be Called. 


The trial of the members of the Board 
of Education on charges of violating the 
fire escape law was set for next Satur- 
day in Judge Clark’s court today, after 
Prosecuting Attorney Sidener and E. M. 
Grossman, counsel for the board, an- 
nounced they had been unable to agree 
on a statement of facts on which a 
decision might be based. 

The statement prepared by the attor- 
néys agreed except on one point.

The 
Abars, taking the children with them, 
had lifted anchor and started on a 
cruise in their houseboat.

Recovered in Michigan. 

After Mrs. Allan had exhausted her 
own resources, her attorney, August 
Walz Jr., advanced money to continue 
the search for the children. They hired 
private detectives, who traced the launch 
to Canada and back to the United 
States. 

Armed with the Missouri court papers 
in the case, Mrs. Allan went to Mich- 
igan and obtained a court order which 
resulted in her recovery of her chil- 
dren, Friday. 

Attorney Walz told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he and detectives learned 
that the houseboat with the Abars and 
the children in it had been shipped on 
a freight train to Canada. They traced 
to several Canadian points and learned 
that Abar had gone to Strawberry Is- 
land on a hunting trip and that his 
wife and the children were with him 
there. 

The attorney and detectives chartered 
a motorboat from John J. (Baldy) Ryan, 
formerly of St. Louis, and armed, and, 
accompanied by deputy sheriffs, went 
to Strawberry Island, 15 miles from Port|—— 
Huron, and served the court papers on 
Abar.

The people of Detroit have approved a mu- 
nicipal ownership experiment on the largest 
Scale yet attempted in America. 

‘Lacking legal authority for his municipal 
ownership plan, Mayor Tom Johnson resorted to 
tlie trustee device in acquiring the Cleveland 
traction system, and after a few months the ex- 
periment was abandoned. Detroit's traction pro- 
ject is a straight municipal ownership project for 
which full authority is granted in the new State 
Constitution, in a legislative enabling act and 
now in a city grant adopted by an overwhelming 
vote. The different steps in obtaining this full 
avthorization represent years of strenuous effort. 
Detroit was a leader among American cities 
in the study of utility problems. It had priority 
over most other cities in settling down to a 
policy of intelligent regulation and the results 
achieved by that policy are perhaps nowhere ex- 
ceeded. Despite its rush hour congestion, the 

ry impresses the visitor as superior to the 
. surface lines elsewhere—in St. Louis, 
ce.

The law is worded in such a way that there is, 
perhaps, technical excuse for the extreme inter- 
pretations placed upon it by insurance men, but 
the purpose of the State is to prevent oppression, 
not to hamper legitimate business.

BUBLESON STARTLES THE POLITICIANS. 

For the complete divorce of the entire postal 
service from politics, Postmaster-General Burle- 
son would introduce an idea startling in its 
novelty to Congressmen but highly attractive to 
the public. The civil service protection now 
given fourth-class postmasters, Mr. Burleson 
would of course extend to the three other classes 
of offices, and in addition he would have local 
considerations ignored in making selections. A 
fourth-class postmaster who had shown capacity 
would be eligible to a third-class vacancy any- 
where in the United States. Fitness would 
govern promotions through all grades  with- 
out regard to residence. The postmaster at Paci- 
fic, Mo. might carry in his knapsack the cancel- 
ing stamp of the postmaster of New York City. 

While the principle may seem revolutionary, 
it is a logical and necessary accompaniment of 
the merit system. Private transportation com- 
panies have always recognized it. The express 
agent at the country junction works in the hope 
of a transfer to the county seat and to higher 
posts. The railroad station master at an alfalfa 
tank town regards his duties as only an appren-

Defective Wiring Causes Fires. 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In regard to recent fires, I think if the proper 
precautions were followed out the insurance in- 
Bpector would condemn the defective electric 
light wiring in the city and compel the owner 
or lessee to have the place rewired to meet the 
approval of the St Louls Fire Prevention In- 
spection. I notice wires crossed, wires bearing 
no knobs, cleats, loom or porcelain tubes. In fact, 
all fuse blocks should be inclosed in an asbestos 
box. I saw a fire start from exposed fuse. There 
was some trouble on the electric elevator service 
line, in consequence the fuse blew out at the 
meter and set a lot of rubbish afire. The fire 
was quickly put out, but had that happened the 
last trip at night there would have been a fire 
that would have cost the insurance company some 
less. Another thing I notice is that nearly all 
the elevator pits have a food deal of trash at 
the bettom. TF find oily waste around the elevator 
machinery. No oil cans to throw oily waste in: 
no cans to hold clean waste. All oil for elevators 
should be inclosed in an asbestos compartment. 

Every man in business should try and follow 
the above rules and there would not be so many 
fires. Make a personal monthly inspection and 
satisfy yourself. WILLIAM GRACE.

The theory that mosquitoes are some- 
times infected with malaria by human 
beings puts the matter in a more equit- 
able light, no doubt, than it has been in. 
Dr. Evans, speaking before the Drain- 
age Congress in St. Louis, said there 
was almost no malaria among the work- 
men on the Illinois Drainage Canal un- 
til infected darkies were brought up 
from the South and the mosquitoes 
around the labor camps were exposed to 
the disease.

|MARRIAGE CUSTOMS | 
AMONG THE TURKS 


Written for the 


ARRIAGE is highly honored 
among the Turks. Mohammed 
said: “When the servant of Al- 
lah marries he perfects half of 

his religion.” 
The bachelor is looked upon as the 
brother of the devil. A widow almost 
always marries again. An old maid is 
taboo—she is considered as living in 
perpetual transgression. Hence the 
Turks marry early. Among them there 
is only one excuse for a marriage late 
in life—a second marriage. 
According to law, & man may have 
four wives, but each wife must be main- 
tained in separate quarters, and the 
matter of expense governs the prevall- 
ing sentiment favoring one wife. 
The Turkish woman is a free agent 
under the law. The wife has absolute 
control of her property. A man mey 
divorce his wife by uttering In her pres- 
ence and in that of two witnesses & Cer- 
tain form of words three times. And 
the wife has no remedy. This is a cus- 
tom which has the force of law. But 
divorce is unpopular. 
When the family council concludes 
that the time has arrived for the son to 
marry, the mother, if she has not al- 
ready done so, chooses a wife for him. 
She gets into communication with the 
old women matrimonial brokers who are 
familiar with the families having mar- 
riageable daughters. Accompanied by 
these go-betweens and near relatives, 
the mother visits such families. 
No matter what may be the private 
opinion of the match makers, etiquette 
requires them to exclaim “What a 
beauty your daughter is!’ The chief 
caller now tells of the good qualities of 
the prospective bridegroom and the 
amount of settlement to be made. Sev- 
eral houses are so visited, an ‘then the 
mother goes home to report to ur hus- 
band and son. 


The choice determined on, the g0- 
betweens arrange the preliminaries. The 
youth may not see the maiden unveiled. 
Veils in the East are attributed not so 
much to the jealousy of the husbands 
as to the modesty of the women. Turks 
regard talking freely of women as an 
evidence of ill-breeding. 

The maiden, however, is generally 
given a chance to see her future hus- 
band. The mother cunningly arranges 
that by taking the daughter out for a 
walk or a drive to some appointed place 
where she may see him. 


The betrothal gifts are usually toilet 
requisites. After this the bridegroom's 
mother visits the bride, taking wit 
her bonbons and several yards of re: 
silk, which is laid on the floor in front 
of the divan. Standing on this silk, 
the betrothed kisses the hand of her 
mother-in-law, who gives her bonbons, 
with her blessing. Half a bonbon, bit- 
ten in two by the girl, the mothe: 
carries back to the bridegroom as a 
first love-token.

The ceremony takes place in the 
bride’s home. When the settlement has 
been agreed upon the bridegroom pro- 
claims three times his desire to wed 
the daughter; whereupon the priest, 
accompanied by the father, goes to the 
girl’s apartments, where she and her 
friends are waiting, and, after stating 
the financial agreement she is asked 
her willingness to marry this man. If 
she answers affirmatively the father 
and the priest return to the men's 
apartment, and when the contract is 
signed, sealed and delivered the con- 
tracting parties are legally man and 
wife. 

But before the young couple may see 
each other this legal sanction must have 
the social sanction. Some months may 
pass before this can take place. The 
wedding dress for the festivities has to 
be made first, and other accessories, 
which the bridegroom has to furnish. 
The rest of her trousseau, her house- 
hold linen, beds and utensils for house- 
keeping must be provided by the bride's 
parents. To provide the money some- 
times requires months. It is a point 
both of honor and pride to make as big a 
show as possible, which immemorial cus- 
tom makes obligatory; upon rich and 
poor alike. 

Wedding festivities last a week. On 
Monday the bride’s trousseau and plen- 
ishings are carried to her new home. 
Tuesday the bride is taken to the public 
baths. On this occasion the bridegroom 
pays for the baths for the party.
